2. Claims 1-11, 14, 16, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by either Gelfand et al., Haberstump or Sadwith (U. S. Pat. No. 
2,943,424). 

Re claim 1 and 1 1 for example, note that Gelfand, Haberstump and Sadwith are each 
cited disclosing a washing machine, comprising: a housing (12,14 in Gelfand; 10 in 
Sadwith and 1 1 in Haberstump), a conveyor (34 in Gelfand; 78, 79 in Haberstump and 
15, 16 in Sadwith) disposed in said housing for moving goods in a circulation in said 
housing, a suds application device (58 in Gelfand; 1 1 1 in Haberstump and 72 in 
Sadwith) at least partially disposed in said housing for applying suds to the goods; and 
a cleaning device (42 in Gelfand, 135, 133 in Haberstump and 78 in Sadwith) at least 
partially disposed in said housing for removing dissolved dirt from the goods. In regards 
to the preamble and/or the intended use for washing laundry, please note that the same 
has not been afforded the effect of a limitation in that the body of the claim fails to 
recited any structure that would limit the machine for cleaning laundry only (see MPEP 
2111.01). 

3. Claims 12, 13, 15 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including alPof the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Harkison, Ermisch, Manuel, Stichnoth etal., Kirkby, Shimazaki 
et al., Sadwith'224, Daly, Kearney, Hanifan, Thring, Bash, Chrisman, Dammers, 
Germany'284, Rosenfield etal., Veit, Todd-Revee, Lazaroff, Germany'424, and 
Germany'423, note the washing machines.
